from the registrar’s office and 
opinions from instructors show. 

Only veterans enrolled under 
the World War II or the Korean 
G. I. Bill were used in the sur¬ 
vey. 

Out of the 26 veterans enrolled 
under one of these bills for the 
spring semester, only one has 
dropped out of school, or less than 
four per cent. A similar study 
shows that six per cent of the 
non-veteran students dropped out 
during the spring semester. 

No accurate figures are avail¬ 
able on grades until after final 
examinations, but instructors. re¬ 
port that veterans make good stu¬ 
dents. Although veterans do not 
always make the highest grades, 
their attitude and effort mark 
them good students.

TJC’s home economics class is 
currently composed of girls, .who 
study the different phases of home 
economics under the guidance of 
Mrs. Averille Greenshaw, instruc¬ 
tor.
